A brief  narrative  report  has  been  included  on 
each  program;  however , the  main  purpose  of  the 
report  is  to  present  statistical  data  showing 
the  important  accomplishments.

The  Wyoming  State  Committee  takes  this  means  of  summar- 
izing and  reviewing  the  accomplishments  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Conservation  Program  for  the  1990  program  year. 

Fop  the  1990  program  year  Congress  appropriated 
25>75Oli3;'h39  for  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program, 
Of  this  amount,  approximately  228, 700-000 way  distributed 
to  the  states  and  territories  to  be  used  in  assisting 
farmers  and  ranchers  to  carry  out  needed  conservation 
practices  on  their  farms  and  ranches,  Wyoming's  share, 
of  the  money  allocated  for  this  purpose,  was  2,272,000, 

To  permit  further  local  adaptation  of  practices  the 
county  committee  was  permitted  to  choose,  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  Committee,  one  or  more  practices 
for  the  county  from  the  list  of  practices  Included  in 
the  National  Bulletin  which  was  not  included  in  t the 
list  of  practices  approved  for  the  State  Handbookl 
Thirteen  counties  in  the  State  requested  Special  Pract- 
ices, 

In  addition  to  the  practices  which  were  carried  out  by 
individuals  on  their  own  farms  and  ranches,  there  were 
one  hundred  twenty  community  projects  carried  out  in 
thirteen  counties  in  the  State,  There  were  938  farms 
involved  in  these  community  projects,  A summary  of 
the  conservation  practices  carried  out  under  these 
agreements  follows s

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FEDERAL  CROP  INSURANCE  PROGRAMS 


The  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation  had  seven  insurance  programs 
operating  in  five  counties  in  Wyoming  for  1950. 

According  to  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Act  as  amended  in  1947,  expansion 
of  the  program  into  additional  counties  and  development  of  new  commodity 
programs  are  limited  to  a definite  schedule.,  The  management  of  the 
Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation  has  chosen  to  recommend  to  the 
Congressional  Appropriations  Committees,  acting  on  the  1951-1952  budget, 
that  expansion  of  the  program  be  stopped  until  after  the  present  defense 
emergency. 

Selection  of  counties  for  introduction  of  the  crop  insurance  program  was 
made  on  the  basis  of  such  factors  as  importance  of  the  commodity  to  the 
county,  the  interest  manifested  by  local  producers  and  whether  local 
program  administrators  believed  the  required  number  of  applications  might 
be  obtained  to  meet  minimum  requirements. 

Washakie  County  was  selected  for  multiple  crop  insurance  in  the  summer  of 
1950  for  the  1951  crop  year.  A sales  campaign  was  conducted  in  the  county 
in  the  fall  and  the  county  qualified  for  the  insurance  program  by 
November  30. 

Following  are  shown  the  programs  offered  in  various  counties  and  the 
number  of  policies  in  force  for  1950:

The  state  level  of  administration  of  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  program 
is  divided  between  the  State  PMA  Committee,  Mr.  Lester  Crompton,  Chairman, 
and  the  State  Director  for  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation  , Mr. 
Burrell  J,  Monroe.  The  headquarters  for  PMA  is  345  East  2nd  Street, 
Caspei}  Wyoming,  and  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  Corporation  has  headquarters 
at  94S  Broadway,  Denver,  Colorado. 
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The  responsibility  of  the  PMA  is  to  organize  and  direct  educational  and 
sales  activities^  service  policies,  obtain  acreage  reports,  accept  reports 
of  loss  and  damage,  and  maintain  records#  The  FCIC  Director  is  in  direct 
charge  of  loss  adjustment  and  actuarial  work  in  the  State# 

County  administration  is  in  the  hands  of  County  PMA  Committeemen,  making 
the  County  PMA  Office  the  local  office  of  the  crop  insurance  program  for 
the  county# 

Complete  information  on  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance 
policy  may  be  obtained  at  the  State  and  County  PMA  Offices  or  at  the  State 
FCIC  Director's  office. 

The  objective  of  the  Federal  Crop  Insurance  program,  in  the  Federal  Crop 
Insurance  Act,  is  to  promote  the  national  welfare  by  improving  the  economic 
stability  of  agriculture  through  a sound  system  of  crop  insurance. 

Following  the  intent  of  the  Act,  the  crop  insurance  program  is  designed 
to  protect  the  producers ? investment  in  his  crop  against  unavoidable  loss 
from  essentially  all  production  hazards,  such  as  drought,  flood,  hail, 
wind,  frost*  fire,  wildlife,  winterkill,  insects  and  disease. 

Protection  starts  at  the  time  of  planting.  According  to  minimum  participation 
requirements  imposed  by  the  Act,  the  crop  insurance  program  cannot  be 
operative  in  any  county  unless  applications  are  obtained  on  one-third  of 
the  eligible  farms  in  the  county,  or  200,  whichever  is  the  lesser.  This 
assures  a certain  degree  of  administrative  efficiency  and  provides  a fair 
experience  base. 
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
